In consideration of the location by 
the Indianapolis and C incinnati T rac­ 
tion Com pany of its p rincip al pow er 
station together w ith a car storage 
hou se and car rep air shop u pon the 
real estate in the city of R u shv ille, 
Indiana, bou nded on the w est by J u l­ 
ian street, on the north by the C in­ 
cinnati, Indianapolis 
& W estern R a il­ 
way , on the sou th by T hird street, 
and on the east and sou theast by a 
highw ay ru nning along the m illrace, 
the u ndersigned prom ise 
and agree 
w ith said com pany and gu arantee to 
it : 
1st. T hat they w ill cau se to œ con­ 
v ey ed to it said real estate by good 
and perfect title of record, clear and 
free from all liens and incu m brances, 
by good and su fficient deed or deeds 
of general w arranty , a t a considera­

2d. T hat the C ity of R u shv ille, In­ 
diana, w ill d u ring the y ear 19 08 cau se 
to be constru cted, and 
there after 
m aintained, a storm sew er carry ing 
aw ay the w ater from said property so 
as to abolish, and do aw ay w ith the 
open drain ru nning from tho same 
along the m illrace to the sou th. 
8 d. T hat the C ity of R u shv ille, I n­ 
diana, w ill, du ring 
the y ear 19 08, 
cau se to be constru cted 
a sanitary 
sew er not farthe r aw ay from said 
property than the intersection of P e r­ 
k ins street and T hird street su fficient 
for the sanitary drainage of said prop­ 
erty to a depth of sev en (7 ) feet at the 
sou thwTest corner thereof, and gra nt­ 
ing to said Com pany the right to con­ 
stru ct and m aintain a sew er from said 
property into su ch sanitary sew er of 
su fficient capacity to m eet its needs in 
connection w ith the bu ildings afore­ 
said.

Hodges, Mrs. Em m a M cM ichael, Mrs. 
D rey fu s and Mrs. W alters, all ladies 
prom inently 
identified w ith chu rch 
work and w ell k now n in P ittsbu rg. 
The ladies had 
spent the m orning 
sew ing a t the chu rch and had repaired 
to the k itchen in the basem ent for 
lu ncheon. 
They had not been long a t 
the table how ev er, u ntil all began to 
feel pocu liar sensations. 
T heir hearts 
beat in an u nu su al m anner and they 
com plained of being sick . 
The gas 
gav e forth no odor and they rem ained 
in tiie k itchen u ntil 1 o’clock , w hen 
sev eral of the m em bers became deadly 
ill. 
Mrs. H astings staggered u pstairs 
to the parlor and fell u nconsciou s. 
Sev eral m ore ladies becam e ov ercome 
u id one of the women su cceeded in 
staggering ou t and su m m oning a phy s­ 
ician w ho happened to be passing by . 
He fou nd it necessary to inject stry c h­ 
nine into Mrs. H astings am i it was a 
long tim e 
before 
he su cceeded in 
bringing her back to consciou sness. 
Rev . R u ssell was hu rriedly su m m oned 
and he fou nd tha t the gas had escaped 
from a w ater heater, w hich he was 
u sing to w arm the w ater in the bap­ 
tistry . 
Mrs. H astings is now som ew hat bet 
ter, bu t she is still su ffering greatly . 
None of the ladies hav e recov ered com ­ 
pletely as y et. 
Mrs. H astings is w ell k now n here, 
once liv ing here w hen Rev . R u sse ll1 
was pastor of the M ain street C hris­ 
tian chu rch 
and 
R u shv ille 
people 
w ill regret to learn of her terrib le ex ­ 
perience.

Sta irs fro m Wa ste Sa tura ted 


With Flo o r Oil. 


The home of George W. Thom as on 
P erk ins street near F ou rth was sav ed 
by tim ely action and the presence of 
m ind of Mr. Thom as and w ife from 
destru ction by fire last night. 
A bou t elev en o’clock Mr. and Mrs. 
Thom as, w ho sleep u pstairs, noted an 
odor of smok e coining from below, 
and m ade w hat they thou ght a thor­ 
ou gh search, bu t failing to discov er 
the smok e, retu rned to their room. 
A few m inu tes later they heard a 
noise w hich they thou ght was some 
one below and Mr. 
Thom as called 
dow n stairs to ascertain w ho it was 
m ak ing the ‘‘crack ling noise” and re ­ 
ceiv ing no reply , hu rried dow n stairs 
and fou nd the low er floor env eloped 
in smok e and flames leaping ou t of the 
closet u nder the stairs. 
W ith u nu su al fore-sight and in a 
cool-headed m anner he called to his 
wTife and told her to hav e W arder 
W y att send in the fire alarm and then 
tu rning on the electric lights and the 
w ater a t the hy d rant and w ith “a 
bu ck et and alone, Mr. Thom as began 
sy stem atically fighting the fire. 
H is w ife hav ing retu rned carried 
w ater to Mr. Thom as, and before the 
fire com pany 
arriv ed, 
Mr. Thom as 
had the fire u nder com plete control. 
The fire is thou ght to hav e origin­ 
ated from a bu ndle of w aste satu rated 
w ith a floor v arnish m ade of japalac 
and tu rpentine, w hich they had been 
u sing the day before, and hav ing been 
“ w added” 
together, 
it became ig­ 
nited by spontaneou s com bu stion. 
The alarm was tu rned in a t box 
a t F ou rth and P erk ins by W arder 
W y att. 
Mr. Thom as was “ scorched” some, 
and his ha ir and w hisk ers badly singed 
bu t he regards him self lu ck y in sav ing 
his home. 
The hou se and contents are both 
insu red 
and 
Mr. Thom as w ill no 
dou bt be reim bu rsed for this loss. 
The loss to the hou se and contents is 
estim ated at abou t $8 00.

Russia ns retrea ted. 


Tom orrow being tiie last day for 
filing affidav its for m ortgage ex em p­ 
tion, the a u d itor’s office w ill be k ept 
open u ntil 8 p. m. tom orrow ev ening. 
T his action is tak en by the A u ditor 
to accom odate persons w ho hav e not 
y et filed their affiidav its, and so tha t 
there w ill be no room for com plaint 
afterw ards. 


London, April 29 .—A Tok io corre­ 
spondent asserts that the Ru ssian cru i­ 
sers slipped past the Japanese squ ad­ 
ron du ring a fog and regained the har­ 
bor of Vladiv ostok . 
This is the only additional news that 
has reached London concerning the 
Vladiv ostok squ adron/ No fu rther de­ 
tails hav e been receiv ed regarding the 
•ink ing of the Japanese transport Kin 
Shiu Maru , which incident is mu ch 
com m ented on here as prov ing that 
the Japanese placed too great confi­ 
dence in their command of the sea, 
and there is no dou bt that it will in­ 
du ce greater v igilance on| their part. 
T here is some inclination to qriticise 
harshly the action of Rear Admiral 
Yeszen, bu t m ost of the papers prefer 
%o aw ait particu lars of the affair be­ 
fore passing ju dgm ent u pon it. 
The report that the Japanese hav e 
occu pied Kiiu Tiencheng has not y et 
tee n confirmed. 
According to a Tien Tsin correspon­ 
dent the whole cou ntry ou tside the 
great wall is abnorm ally flooded, and 
any m ov em ent of the land forces is 
im practicable for the present. 
A spe­ 
cial dispatch from Port A rthu r say s 
that the dem onstration made by Jap­ 
anese torpedo boats cov ered by a Jap­ 
anese squ adron off Port A rthu r y ester­ 
day m orning was for the pu rpose of 
creating a scare and indu cing the bat­ 
teries to w aste their am m u nition, bu t 
the R u ssians refrained from answ ering 
the Japanese fire. 
A Copenhagen correspondent 
sa y s 
there are ru m ors that Ru ssia is nego­ 
tiating for the pu rchase of the Danish 
liners Hek la, Norge and Island.

Vla div o sto k Squa dro n Offers Enco ur­ 
a g ement to Dispirited Russia ns. 
St. Petersbu rg, April 29 .—The o per­ 
ations of the Vladiv ostok 
squa dro n 
ha v e rev iv ed the spirits o f the peo ple 
of St. Petersbu rg, who 
ha v e 
been 
downcast since the destru ction 
o f the 
Petropav lov 8 k and the co nsequent co n­ 
finem ent of the rem nant 
o f the Po rt 
A rthu r fleet to the harbor. 
The fa ct 
that the nav y is doing so mething of a n 
offensiv e character a ppea ls to the po p­ 
u lar mind, which has 
been una ble to 
appreciate the reason for 
the ina ctiv ity 
of the fine ships of 
the Vla div o sto k 
squ adron. 
It ia generally recognized that 
Rea r 
Admiral Yeszen cannot do 
mo re tha n 
frighten 
the 
Japanese 
and 
co mpel 
them to ex ercise greater care in their 
m ilitary m ov em ents, as the sink ing o f 
a few transports or ev en cru isers ca n 
hav e no perm anent effect o n the result 
of the war. 
Moreov er, he 
is bou nd 
by bis instru ctions not 
to risk his 
ships u ndu ly , the intention being 
to 
k eep them safe for au attack with the 
Baltic fleet when it arriv es in the 
Pacific. 
The possibility of a Japan ere at­ 
tem pt to mine the entrances to Vladi­ 
v ostok , as was done at Port A rthu r, is 
considered, bu t the conditions are dif­ 
ferent 
and, 
besides, 
Rear 
Admiral 
Yeszen with the lesson of the Petrop- 
av lov sk disaster fresh in his mind, will 
observ e the u tm ost cau tion. 
St. Petersbu rg is loaded with rumo rs 
regarding the sink ing 
o f the Ja pa nese 
m ilitary transport, the Kin Shiu Ma ru. 
One report has it that 3,6 00 men 
were 
aboard the transport when she 
went 
down, bu t the adm iralty Insists tha t 
there were only 200. 
It Is said tha t 
the em peror is highly indignant 
o v er 
the affair and that he 
will reliev e Yes­ 
zen and order 
him to be co urtma r- 
tlaled. 
This 
repo rt la cks co nfirma ­ 
tion in responsible 
na v a l circles, where 
it is reiterated tha t no o ther co urse 
o o uld be pu rsu ed, a nd tha t the a dmira l 
only fired when 
the Ja pa nese ca te­ 
gorically 
refu sed to surrender a nd 
a do pted a hostile a ttitude. 


Subma rine Bo a t Pla ns. 
Po rt Arthur, April 2 9 .—One o f the 
subma rine bo a ts which were put in 
co mmissio n April 2 4 wa s receiv ed in 


sectio n a t Po rt Arthur befo re the wa r 
beg a n. 
At the first o ppo rtunity It is 
Intended that 
the subma rine v essel 
sha ll be emplo y ed a g a inst the hea v y 
ships o f the enemy . 


Co ld Dela y s Army ’s Adv a nce. 
Lia o Ya ng , April 29 —The dela y o f 
the fo rwa rd mo v ement o f the Ja pa nese 
into Ma nchuria is due to the ex ceptio n­ 
a lly sev ere wea ther. 
It Is rumo red 
tha t there Is co nsidera ble suffering 
a mo ng the Ja pa nese tro o ps due to ill 
ness a nd the intense co ld. 


DO NOT WANT WAR 


Chlrese Peo ple No t Prepa red to Ta ke 
Ag g ressiv e Actio n. 
Pa ris, April 29 .—Mr. So uen, the Chi­ 
nese minister, in a n interv iew sa id 
tha t his g o v ernment co uld no t v iew 
with sa tisfa ctio n Russia 's Indefinite o c­ 
cupa tio n o f Ma nchuria , but tha t it wa s 
determined to ma inta in g o o d rela tio ns 
with the Russia n g o v ernment. 
Wa r, 
the minister sa id, wa s no t desired a t 
Pekin. If a ny co unsello rs ex isted who 
were unrea so na ble eno ug h to pro po se 
to a tta ck Russia while tha t co untry 
wa s eng a g ed with Ja pa n they wo uld 
no t meet with a ny credit fro m Chi­ 
nese sta tesmen fa milia r with fo reig n 
a ffa irs. 
"China ha s no interest in a tta cking 
Russia ," co ntinued the minister. "We 
a re 
fully 
a wa re 
tha t 
interv entio n 
mig ht ca use da ng ero us co mplica tio ns, 
the o utco me o f which wo uld be fa ta l to 
China herself. 
Wha tev er o ur sy mpa ­ 
thies ma y be we will no t la unch o ur 
co untry into a wild a dv enture. 
"Our tra ined tro o ps nea r the g rea t 
wa ll do no t ex ceed 2 0 ,0 0 0 , a nd it is no t 
with such a fo rce tha t the Russia n 
a rmy co uld be co nquered. 
Ja pa nese 
a id wo uld no t help us much a nd, mo re­ 
o v er, the co urt is no t a nx io us to intro ­ 
duce the Ja pa nese a rmy into China , 
ev en fo r the purpo se o f defending the 
co untry . 
"At the sa me time it is certa in tha t 
the Chinese ma sses a re fa v o ra ble to 
Ja pa n. 
Our g o v ernment's so le ca re, 
a cco rding to my la test a dv ices. Is to 
restra in po pula r ex citement a nd the 
strictest o rders ha v e been g iv en to the 
lo ca l a utho rities to use ev en una ccus­ 
to med rig o r fo r the purpo se o f pre­ 
v enting rising s. 
I sincerely trust tha t 
these preca utio ns will suffice, ev en in 
the ev ent o f Ja pa nese success, but it 
must be remembered tha t o ur sub­ 
prefects ha v e v ery ina dequa te mea ns 
o f 
enfo rcing 
o bedience 
when 
the 
ma sses beco me g rea tly ex cited. 
The 
o nly da ng er o f co mplica tio ns lies in a 
spo nta neo us rising o f the peo ple."
